iRAFriC  STUDIES  ARE  ESSENTIAL  NOT  ONLY  IN  SOLVING  TRAFFIC  PROBLEMS,  BUT  .ALSO 
IN  THE  DESIGN  AND  LOCATION  OF  NEW  HIGHVMY  FACILITIES, 

■ The  history  of  highway  development  is  not  replete  with  instances  of  overdesign 
€F  facilities  — FOR  EVERY  SUCH  CASE  THERE  ARE  HUNDREDS  OF  INSTANCES  OF  UNDERDESIGN, 
These  latter  cases  have  almost  invariably  resulted  from  a lack  of  data  or  knowledge 
OF  trends  of  moving  traffic.  Hence  a strong  traffic  engineering  arim,  properly  or- 
ganized TO  anticipate  FUTURE  TRENDS  AND  CAPABLE  FOR  EVALUATI NG , THEI R EFFECTS,  IS 
VITAL  TO  THE  HIGHWAY  ADT-II  Nl  STRATI  ON  DETERt'UNED  TO  AVOID  PERPETUATING  EXISTING  EVILS 
OR  THE  CREATION  OF  NEW  HAZARDS  OR  BOTTLENECKS,  ThUS  THE  INFLUENCE  OF  TRAFFIC  STUDIES 
AND  HIGHVMY  PLANNING  DATA  ON  THE  WHOLE  FIELD  OF  HIGHWAY  ADMINISTRATION  MIGHT  BE 
BROUGHT  SHARPLY  INTO  PROPER  FOCUS,  FOR  IT  IS  BELIEVED  THAT  HIGHWAY  SAFETY-  I S I N- 
SEPARABLE  FROM  EFFICIENT  HIGHVMY  ADMINISTRATION , 


BUI  LDI HG  SAFETY  I iWO  HI  WAYS 

If  the  SAFETY  FEATURES  PROVIDED  FOR  IN  MODERN  HIGHVMY  DESIGN  WERE  ELIMINATED, 
THE  COST  PER  MILE  FOR  HIGHWAY  IMPROVEMENTS  COULD  BE  REDUCED  POSSIBLY  TV;0  OR  THREE 
HUNDRED  PER  CENT,  In  OTHER  WORDS,  IT  MIGHT  BE  POSSIBLE  TO  BUILD  TWO  OR  THREE  TIMES 
AS  MANY  HIGHWAYS  V.HI  CH  OFFER  LITTLE  OR  NO  POSSIBILITIES  FOR  ACCIDENT  REDUCTION  FOR 
THE  COST  OF  ONE  WHICH  IS  INHERENTLY  SAFE,  AND  WHICH  PROVIDES  FOR  EFFICIENT  MOVEMENT 
OF.  TRAFFI  C, 

Safety  is  built  into  modern  highway  construction  by  providing  wider  traffic 

LANES,  SAFER  GRADES  AND  ALIGNMENT,  ADEQUATE  SIGHT  DISTANCE  ON  CURVES  AND  HILLS, 

AND  W| DER  SHOULDERS. 

FoUR-LANE  DIVIDED  HIGHWAYS  HAVE  BEEN  CONSTRUCTED  AND  ARE  BEING  DESIGNED  FOR 
MANY  OF  THE  MAJOR  HIGHWAYS  IN  PENNSYLVANIA,  A FOUR-LANE  DIVIDED  HIGHVMY  MAKES  HEAD- 
ON  COLLISIONS  ALMOST  PHYSICALLY  IMPOSSIBLE,  REDUCES  HEADLIGHT  GLARE,  AND  CAN  BE  DE- 
SIGNED TO  AFFORD  PROTECTION  FOR  LEFT-HAND  TURNS  AT  INTERSECTIONS, 

Grade  separation  structures  have  been  constructed  and  are  being  provided  at 

IMPORTANT  ROAD  INTERSECTIONS  TO  ELIMINATE  ACCIDENTS  AND  CONGESTION,  A(^D  TO  TAKE 
CARE  OF  LEFT  TURNS, 

REFLECTORI ZED  CURBING  HAS  BEEN  BUILT  AND  IS  BEING  SPECIFIED  ON  MANY  IMPORTANT 
PROJECTS,  This  type  of  curbing  shows  up  under  headlights  at  night,  and  is  HIGHLY 
EFFECTIVE  IN  RAIN  AND  FOG, 

Large  open  areas  of  roadway  surface  at  many  important  intersections  have  been 
and  are  being  channelized  by  the  construction  of  traffic  islands  to  control  the 
path  and  movement  of  vehicles.  Channelizing  islands  promote  the  orderly  movement 
OF  traffic  and  reduce  accidents. 
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LmTFD  ACCESS  HI  aWAY 

The  Penn'-Li ncoln  Parkway  project,  extending  from  the  William  Penn  Highway  east 

OF  WiLKINSBURG  TO  THE  PITTSBURGH  GOLDEN  TRIANGLE,  A DISTANCE  OF  ABOUT  NINE  MILES, 

HAS  BEEN  DESIGNATED  AS  A LIMITED  ACCESS  HIGHWAY*  It  WILL  BE  A ROADWAY  RESERVED  EX- 
CLUSIVELY FOR  VEHICULAR  TRAFFIC,  FOUR  TO  SIX  LANES  V/IDE,  OPPOSITE  STREAMS  OF  TRAF- 
FIC SEPARATED  BY  MEDIAL  DIVISORS,  WITHOUT  GRADE  INTERSECTIONS,  WITHOUT  TRAFFIC 
LIGHTS,  AND  PROVIDING  ACCESS  AT  ONLY  PREDETERMINED  INTERCHANGE  POINTS, 

Limited  access  highways  make  it  impossible  for  most  of  the  accidents  typical  in 

METROPOLITAN  AREAS  TO  TAKE  PLACE  ON  SUCH  A ROADWAY,  ThI S TYPE  OF  HIGHWAY  FACILITY 
WITH  ITS  MODERN  DESIGN  FEATURES  CLEARLY  INDICATES  THE  POSSIBILITIES  OFFERED  IN  ACCI- 
DENT REDUCTION  THROUGH  HIGHWAY  CONSTRUCTION. 


FUfCTlON  OF  HIGHWAY  SYSTEM 

The  PRIMARY  FUNCTION  OF  A HIGHWAY  TRANSPORTATION  SYSTEM  IS  TO  MOVE  PEOPLE  AND 
MERCHANDISE  SAFELY  AND  EXPEDITIOUSLY,  ThI S FUNCTION  IS  ESSENTIAL  TO  THE  ORDERLY 
DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  COUNTRY,  AND  VITALLY  IMPORTANT  TO  BUSINESS  AND  SOCIETY, 

Accordingly,  a successful  safety  plan  is  one  that  not  only  helps  to  reduce  acci- 
dents, BUT  ALSO  HELPS  TO  FACILITATE  THE  MOVEMENT  OF  TRAFFIC  AND  THEREBY  INCREASE  THE 
efficiency  of  THE  ROADWAY, 

Education,  enforcement,  motor  vehicle  administration  and  driver  training  are 

VITALLY  IMPORTANT  IN  ANY  CAMPAIGN  TO  PROMOTE  TRAFFIC  SAFETY,  EDUCATORS  TRY  TO  TEACH 
MOTORISTS  HOW  TO  DRIVE  MORE  SKILLFULLY;  POLICE  AND  MOTOR  VEHICLE  ADMINISTRATORS 
STRIVE  TO  MAKE  THE  MOTORISTS  DRIVE  WITH  CAUTION  AND  WITH  DUE  REGARD  TO  THE  RIGHTS  OF 
OTHERS  ON  THE  HIGHWAYS,  On  THE  OTHER  HAND,  HIGHWAY  ENGINEERS  ARE  ATTEMPTING  TO  DE- 
SIGN HIGHWAY  AND  TRAFFIC  CONTROL  EQUIPMENT  WHICH  WILL  REQUIRE  A MINIMUM  OF  EDUCATION 
AND  ENFORCEMENT, 

TRAFFIC  CONTROL  DEVICES 

Traffic  control  devices  consist  of  signs,  signals  and  markings.  These  are  em- 
ployed BY  THE  Department  of  Highways  throughout  the  entire  system  of  41,ooo  miles  of 
State  highways  to  provide  a transportation  system  which  permits  safe  and  expeditious

- IWrRODUCTlON - 


The  program  of  the  Governor's  Highv/ay  Safety  Advisory  Committee  consists  actually 
OF  two  coordinated  programs: 

1)  A SPECIFIC  program  of  official  activities  for  state  agencies  to  carry  out, 

AND 

2)  A GENERAL  PROGRAM  OF  COORDINATED  ACTIVITIES  TO  BE  CARRIED  OUT  BY  AND  THROUGH 

THE  Support  Groups. 

That  which  follows  is  an  outline  of  the  general  program  applicable  to  the 
Support  Groups.  The  outline  is  divided  into  three  parts: 

1)  Outline  of  General  Activities 

2)  Outline  of  Organizing  Activities 

3)  Outline  of  Promotional  Activities 

The  first  outline  consists  of  suggested  activities  along  general  lines.  It 
covers  an  indeterminate  period,  as  the  activities  RECOIvlt/ENDED  MUST  BE  CONTINUED  IN- 
DEFINITELY IN  ORDER  TO  OBTAIN  APPRECIABLE  RESULTS. 

The  second  outline  covers  an  indefinite  period  of  time  and  outlines  the  steps 
OF  organization  to  date  and  the  proposed  organizing  activities  TO  BE  carried  out  by 
THE  State  agencies  and  the  Support  Groups,  following  through  to  a theoretical  ulti- 
mate END  VmEN  there  IS  NO  CITY  OR  COUNTY  LEFT  UNORGANIZED. 

The  THIRD  OUTLINE  SETS  FORTH  THE  BASIS  FOR  JOINT  PROMOTIONAL  ACTIVITIES  BY  THE 

State  agencies  and  the  Support  Groups,  and  will  be  supplemented  periodically  with 
MATERIAL  TO  BE  ISSUED  IN  THE  FORf>^  OF  A "PENNSYLVANIA  HIGHWAY  SAFETY  PROGRAM  KiT". 

Although  this  action  pr-ograi-i  is  designed  primarily  for  highway  safety  it  is  so 

ARRANGED  AS  TO  EASILY  BECOME  A PART  OF  OTHER,  MORE  GENERAL,  SAFETY  PROGRAI.IS,

WEREAS,  THE  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  has  seen  fit  to  appoint 
A Highv^ay  Safety  Advisory  Committee  and 

WEREAS,  THE  FIRST  AND  MOST  PRESSING  DUTY  OF  THIS  COMMITTEE  IS  THE  PREPARATION  AND 
DEVELOPMENT  OF  AN  ACTION  PROGRAM.

District  highway  en- 
gineers and  COUNTY  highway  SUPERINTENDENTS  ARE  DIRECTED  TO  TAKE  AN 
ACTIVE  PART  IN  COUNTY  SAFETY  ORGANIZATIONS.) 

f)  That  the  county  or  district  superintendent  of  schools  and  a local  , 

representative  of  the  teachers  ENGAGED  IN  DRIVER-TRAINING  BE,  I N- 
VI  TED  TO  participate,  (NOTE:  BY  AUTHORITY  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT,

TO  THE  FULLEST  EXTENT  POSSIBLE, 

18)  Field  Committees  may  vary  the  procedure  outlined  herein  but  will  not 

DEVIATE  FROM  THE  POLICY  SET  FORTH.  PLANS  FOR  RADICAL  DEVIATIONS  FROM 
THE  RECOMMENDED  PROCEDURE  SHOULD  BE  CLEARED  WITH  THE  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR,
